MINERAL TAX ACT JS DIS- 
ALLOWED 


Ottawa, May 1.—(Can.  Press.)— 
Reasons why the Dominion govers- 
ment has disallowed the Alberta min- 
eral taxation act will be tabled ir 
the house by Ernest Lapointe, min- 
ister of justice. The reasons are co 1t- 
tained in a lengthy memorandum pre- 
pared by Mr. Lapointe. It will be 
tabled along with the order-in-gounci 
under which the act is disallowed. 

This memorandum states that in 
the examination of the western prov- 
inces, the public lands were reserv- 
ed for administration by the federal 
government and therefore, the gen- 
eral advantage of all the province: 
and the administration of these lands 
is intimately connected with immigra- 
tion, settlement, development aac 
revenue of the country. “It has been 
a part of the policy of the adminis- 
tration in disposing of Dominio 
lands to reserve the minerals and for 
many years the grants of homesteads 
and pre-emptions have uniformly 
been subject to these reservations,” 
says the memorandum. It goes on to 
say that, as to granted lands, where 
the surface is in the grantee, thi 
minerals remain in the crown, 

The Dominion government, it is 
rtated. is not taxable, but the grantoe 
or lessee of the minerals from the 
Dominion °s a general owner and tiy- 
able within the meaning of the Al- 
berta tax, If he does not pay the‘... 
and if the minerals are registere¢ 
in the name of a taxable person, un 
der the Alberta statute, all mines and 
minerals in or beneath the surface 
of the said parcel of land are the pro- 
perty of the province.

The disease first appears as yellow 
ish or grayish-yellow spots or patches 
in the throat, on one or both tonsils 
or on the pharynx.

Till the doctor comes, give the little 
patient two or four ounces of citrate 
of magnesia to flush the bowels out.

or gruels. When baby is thirsty give 
ice cream or water-ices. For very 
young infants the food should be 
diluted half with water. 

Keep the baby away from other 
children or grown-folks. If other 
children are exposed they are likely 
to come down with it any time within 
a week after.
